DOWN IN A DITCH 


Forty People Hurt in a Wreck on the 


Wabash Road Near Goshen, 


Ind., Yesterday, 


Goshen, Ind., Feb. 27.—The second 


section of the Wabash railroad's fast 
train, due In Chicago at 10:55, rush- 
ing along two hours late, was hurled 
over an embankment near Benton by 
a broken rail yesterday morning, and 
nearly every one of the passengers 
and trainmen were injured and yet 
not one was killed outright. 
^.Of the forty passengers two are so 
seriously injured that they may die. 


The train was late and was running 


at the rate of fifty miles an hour when 
the engine broke a rail. 
It passed in 


safety but the combination mail and 
baggage car went onto the ties, and 
in a second it and the day coach and 
two sleepers were rolling down a 
twenty-five foot embankment the. sleep 
ers turning-over several times as they 
went down.

snow was over three feet deep.

favoring the foreigners. A g'reat c.o\v.i 
assembled to witness the executions. 
.Before the executioner did his work 
.Lieutenant Colonel Goro Shiba, mili-

-.them to champagne. Kin Siu said to 
lim: "I do not know what I have dona 
•to make me deserving of death, but 
if beheading me will make the foreign 
troops evacuate Pekin and my emperor

PASSED AT $1.60 


Complete Agreement on Most Important 


Items of War 
Revenue Re- 


duction Bill, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—A com- 


plete agreement has been reached by 
the republican conferees on the most 
important items of the war1 revenue 
reduction bill. 


On beer the house wins its conten- 


tion and the senate yields. The house 
fixed a rate of $1.60 per barrel without 
any discount while the senate retain- 
ed the old rate of $2 per barrel with a 
25 per cent, discount. 


The tobacco tax is compromised. 


The house left the tax standing at 12 
cents a pound as in the existing law 
wliile the senate reduced it 25 per 
of cent, or nine cents a pound. 
The 


compromise provides for a reduction 
of 2.40 a pound., leaving the rate 9.60. 


The house also comes out ahead 


on bank checks, and the senate con- 
ferees now concede this.

The reduction in the revenue bill 


will be $7,000,000 on account of this 
action. 


The house provision entirely re- 


pealing-the tax on proprietary medi- 
cines is also accepted.

Says United States Can't Withdraw 


Its Soldiers Till State Govern- 


ment is Set Up. 


Havana, Feb. 27.—General Gomez 


Visited Governor Wood this morning 
and assured him that the stories, of 
unrest and dissatisfaction at the con- 
tinuance of the United States occupa- 
tion were false, and that he had been 
misrepresented in statements to the 
effect that he favored an immediate 
withdrawal of the United 
States 


troops and the giving of absolute in- 
dependence. 
If they withdrew now 


he .feared bloodshed. 
Beyond doubt 


within sixty days the Cubans would 'be 
fighting among themselves. 
General 


Gomez added: 
. "If the Americans were to withdraw 
today I would go with them." 


General Gomez said that he recog- 


nized that the United States was re- 
sponsible for the establishment of a 
stable government in Cuba, and could 
not withdraw until such a condition 
was brought about. 
The' work of 


handing over the reins of government 
to the new republic was an 
under- 


taking requiring much time and labor 
and a large amount of study and ex- 
perience on the part of the Cubans 
in the work of self government. 


The general also said that the ele- 


ment in control of the municipalities 
was not working in the interest of 
the island. 
The officials were in- 


experienced and could not be given a 
free hand. It would mean the destruc- 
tion of the island.

Agreed on a Basis. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—Surface 


indications are now that both the 
Philippine resolution and the state- 
ment of the Cuban policy will be pass- 
ed by the senate in the form of amend- 
ments to the army appropriation, bill. 
It is quite within the range of possibil- 
ities that both of these important dec-, 
larations of policy will be materially 
amended to meet the views -of conser- 
vative Democratic senators. 


The Philippine resolution of 
Mr. 


Spooiier* already has been amended 
so as to protect the issues of fran- 
chises, making the president person- 


j ally responible for them. 
| 
Thus far no public opposition to the 


Cuban amendment has been developed. 
There is however beneath' the sur- 
face a considerable amount of .discon- 
tent. 
There are a considerable num- 


ber of both republicans and democrats 
who are more than doubtful whether 
this statement of policy Is.entirely in 
harmony with the Teller 
resolution. 


Everyone admits that the demads pro- 
mulgated on behalf of the 
United 


States are entirely reasonable, or at

GAIN FOR GERMANY 


Empire's Population in IQOO Given as 


56j345,OI4—An Increase of 


Four Million. 


Berlin, Ftb. 27—The census taken 


Dec. 3,1900, shows the population of 
the empire to be 56,345,014, of which 
cumber 27,731.067 were males. Thirly 
three of tbo largest towns have popula- 
tions of over 100,000 each, or an aggre- 
gate of 9,108,814. 


Since 1895 the increase In the popu- 


lation of the empire has been about 
4,000,000, or 7.79 per cent, the highest 
rate of increase for acy quinquennia! 
period during the past thirty years. 


In 1816 the population of the lands 


now included in the German Empire 
was 24,831.306. In 1837 it hud increased 
to 31,589,549, showing no annual in- 
crease of 1.3 per cent. 
In 
1895 the 


total population of the German Empire 
was 46,855,704; in 1890 it was 49,428.- 
470, and in 1895 it was 52,279,901. 


A significat feature of this marked in- 


crease is the falling off in emigration, 
tha number of emigrants from the fath- 
erland beicg about one half in 1898 what 
it was in 1S94.

Quo Shell Given Light Showing Potation 


of Kaeiuy at INlglit* 


A new French illuminating shell 


bursts in the air .and emits a 
'fiery 


body of globular shape, which'Vividly 
lights up a large area lor a'consider- 
able time. It is the latest improve- 
ment in 
a branch of military 
pyro- 


technics which has recently been re- 
ceiving much attention from war ex- 
perts. 
The 
idea of the illuminating 


bomb is; to e'xpose art night the posi- 
tion ot an enemy,.or to reveal the char- 
acter of his defenses, when an attack 
is contemplated. There are already 
several such projectiles, of 
different 


varieties, on the market. With one, a 
shell is fired from an ordinary cannon 
(a mountain howitzer will serve the 
purpose, the bombs being of various 
calibres), and it is so constructed as 
to explode on impact, liberating a 
flaming compound. One compound is 
said to be somewhat similar to the or- 
dinary "blue light mixture" used in 
Fourth of July pyrotechnics, consist- 
ing of sulphur,- saltpetre1 and a hydro- 
carbon. It is meant to burn as bril- 
liantly as possible, and to keep on 
burning for at least a minute or two. 
The illumination lasts as long as the 
saltpetre supplies oxygen to maintain 
combustion. Another species of bomb 
which on bursting liberates denso 
clouds of smoke, with the purpose of 
concealing the movements of troops in 
the field, has not yet been introduced 
in actual warfare, although both the 
French and Germans have been ex- 
perimenting with it. In the "me'liuite" 
shell the French 
have originated a 


typei.of projectile not only extremely 
destructive when 
it 
explodes, 
but 


which also achieves an effect similar 
to that of the ancient "stink-pot," in- 
vented by the Saracens in the Middle 
Ages. This stifled the enemy with poi- 
sonous gases, and the same purposa is 
accomplished by the projectile loaded 
with melinite, the fumes emitted being 
BO. deadly that a single bomb of the 
kind, bursting between decks on ves- 
sel, might suffocate to death half the 
ship's company. 
In the warfare ot 


cb« future, if the hone of humanitari- 
ans is not misplaced, projectiles may 
be loaded with harmless drugs, which 
on bursting will spread a sleep-produc- 
ing vapor. 
Thus a whole regiment, 


or perhaps a brigade, of soldiers may 
be plunged into involuntary slumber 
by a single well-aimed she:l—to be 
subsequently awakened 
by their cap- 


tors and gently escorted to a place of 
kindly captivity.

Requires the Donation of a Site—In- 


tended as a Memorial to the Testa- 
tor's Daughter, Ada Eldred Sayre— 
Executors Authorized to Use That 
Amount at An; Time, 


The late P. S. Eldred left a bequest 
of $10,000 to be used in building a pub- 
lic library building. 
This statement 


is made by one of the executors of the 
"will and is authentic. 


It was the intention of the family 


and the executors of the will not to 
make any statement in regard to this 
bequest until the will was admitted 
to probate. 
The gift is marie to the 


city of Janesville to be used by the 
executors of his will in erecting a pub- 
lic library building if the city or some 
ctizen would donate a site 


During his, life time Mr. Eldvert had 


often thought of the matter and this 
provision has been a part of his will 
for many years. His idea was to build 
a library building as a memorial to- 
his daughter, Ada Eldred-Sayre, and it 
' was with this obejct in view that the 
bequest was made. 


Shortly before his death his at- 


tention was called to the fact that an 
effort was being made to induce An- 
drew Carnegie to donate something 
to this city with which to build a li 
bravy building. 
He was^much pleasec 


•with the idea but asked tliat in case 
the city received such an appropria 
tion that his bequest should be use(' 
in connection with the other, but tha- 
a certain portion of the structure be 
built with his bequest and dedicatee 
to the memory of his daughter. 
] 


Mr. Eldred was ever desirous o f ' 


doing somethng for the benefit of the 
city and had this matter upon his 
mind for many years. 
He wanted 


them money used in such a way that it 
would prove a lasting monument to the 
one to which it was dedicated and 
would not be mixed with the general 
library fund. 


The money is left to his executors 


to use in the manner indicated and 
his wishes will be followed.out to the 
letter by them. 
Before this sum be- 


comes available something may have 
'developed in the Carnegie scheme 
and the money could be used to build

FOR ROCK COUNTY 


'revisions of the New Law Recently 


Passed by the Legislature—In 


Case of Appeal, 


The bill relating to the municipal 


:ourt for Rock county which has late- 
y been passed by the legislature con- 
,;iins the following additions to the 
;eneral municipal court law. 


In case of appeal: 
Unless the case 


s brought to a hearing within, six 
months of the filing of the return of 
justice the case shall be dismissed 
.inless continued by special order for 
cause shown. 


In case a change of venue ia asked: 


The judge may continue the case for 
twenty days and call in either the 
county or circuit judge to act. 
If 


neither of the judges can act then a 
change shall be granted. 


Judges holding court for the mu- 


nicipal judge are to receive $5 per 
day to be paid by the county, not to 
exceed thirty days in a year. 
The 


city is chargeable with one-third of 
such charges. 


The municipal judge has the same 


power over proceedings brought in 
his court that a circuit judge has. over 
proceedings Urought in his.-;!/

CHAPTER 18. 


AN ACT relating to the municipal court for 
Rook County 


TLo people of the State of Wisconsin represen- 
ted iu the senate and assembly eo enact as 
follows: 
Section 1. If neither party shall bring a caso 
appealed to the municipal court for Rock coun- 
ty to a hearing in said court within six months 
ai'tor theiiliug of the return of Uie justice there- 
in, such court shall dismiss the appeal unless it 
shull continuo the same by special ordor for 
cause, shown. 
Section 2. When in any caBo ponding in enid 


municipal court for Rock county on information 
or oti appeal, a change of vcnuo shall bo ap-' 
plied for on account of the prejudice ot the 
judge of said couri. said judge may, in lieu of 
granting such application, iu bis dir.creti<:n, re- 
tain such action in the sumo court, without en- 
tering an order changing the place of trial, for 
not exceeding twenty days and iu Iho meantime 
shall call upou the circuit judge or the county 
judge of said county to attend and hold court 
for til** trial of such action. IE either of said 
judges can so attend and hold court for such 
purpose the same shall bo done with the samo 
effect as if a change of venue to .t.he circuit 
court of said county had beon granted and a 
trial of such action had been had therein. If 
neither said judges can attend within said 
twenty days however, .said cliango of venue shall 
thereupon be made. Jurisdiction Ito hear, try 
and determine any such case is hereby granted 
to both said judges. Jurisdiction of any action 
iii said court shall not ba lost by failure to con- 
nnno the same to a day, or place certain or by 
tho extension of tho trial beyond the said twenty 
days mentioned above. 


Section 3. Any qualified person attending 


and holding court in the place of the municipal 
judge of the mu icipal court for Bock county 
shall receive therefor the sum of flvo dollars 
per day for each day he is actually so engaged, 
to be paid by the county treasurer of Rock 
county upon tho ceitiiicate of said municipal 
court, not more than thirty days, however, ia 
guy ono year to be paid for by said county, 
bold county shall have tho right to charge back 
to the city of Janosvillo one-third of any moneys 
so paid.

_Soction 4. For ten days after judgoroe" in 
civil actions, and for twenty-fcur hours after 
judgement in criminal causes over which the 
municipal court for Rock county or the judge 
of said court has jurisdiction to hear, try and 
determine, the said rounicipRl judge shall have, 
and he is hereby vested, with tho same power 
over verdicts, judgments, rulings, orders and 
Proceedings in his couit HS are possessed by the 
circuit courts over their judgments, orders aud 
procoodiugs at or before trial or judgment and 
dur-ng trial term.
